DECLARES NEED IS URGENT 


Three Projects Are Commented 
Upon Favorably At 


Conclave 

OAKLAND, July 8 Mater. sup- 
‘ply which” ‘Will “ba” ample for Contra] 
Costa and Alameda counties’ is the 
aim of the East Bay Municipal Utility 
district. This was the declaration 
made tonight by Arthur P. Davis. 
chief engineer ond general manager 
of the district, at a joint meeting of 
officials of the two counties. 

A number of projects have ‘been 
that would provide a_sur- 
ficient supply of water, but co-opera- 
tion is needed in order to secure 
them, it was stated. 

Davis declared: 

“The necessity of an ample supply 
of clear water for the health and 
prosperity of any large community is 
well known, but people are likely to 
overlook the meaning of this neces- 
sity. An ample supply should pro- 
vide not only for good years but for 
the lean years such as we are now 
experiencing and should provide a 
surplus for those years after we 
have grown to a larger size. The 
syapid growth of the East Bay dis- 
trict and the circumstances which 
makes this district destined to be a 
great industrial center, make it im- 
perative that any water supply 
comprehensive and capable of eco- 
noniic extension. 

“The study of records is very con- 
vincing and shows that the East Bay 
region never has had at its disposal 
a water supply which comes up to 
the specifications defined. A very 
serious shortage occurred in 1918 and 
another still more seridus is threat- 
ened at the present time. The wells 
upon which we chiefly depend are 
already below sea level and may be 
destroyed by the entrance of salt 
water at any time. The reservoirs 
have a large capacity but are nearly 
empty and will be empty before thé 
first of January.” 

The Mokaumne project was/ men- 
tioned favorably, though it was point- 
ed out that there are three other 
projects that have ag many favorable 
features. Roy Davis, secretary of 
the united chambers of commerce of 
Contra Costa county spoke in favor 
of the Mokaumne project and said 
“we are glad to have our neighbors 
join us on our problem.” 

It was stated that at present the 
district can concern itself only with 
incorporated territories, but that the 
question of unincorporated territory 
would be taken up at the next legis- 
lature.
